Six candidates opposed to the Social Credit government 
were elected. But an interesting problem arises when it

But in this house there aré two Liberals, two 0.C0.F’ers 
one Independent and one: Independent Social Crediter..

_ ged thus: One pair, another pair, and then two singles. 
But no names have been assigned to any of them. 


Normally there is no doubt as to the identity of ‘the 
leader. But how will he be picked in this case, and who 


will pick him? 


Suppose the speaker, who takes his oS from 
the government, decides to leave it up to the six mem- 
bers themselves’ to pick a leader. The two C.C.I’ers 
wid not support Harper Prowse, Liberal leader. Nor 


would the Liberals support Elmer Roper, 


the O.C.F. 


leader. H. B. Macdonald, the lone. Independent, might 
support Harper Prowse, but in that case, A. H. Wray, 
‘the Independent Social Crediter, could and might re 
store the deadlock by siding with the O.C.F. And if Mr. 
Wray took the initiative in siding with O.C.F., Mr. Mac 
donald would be much more likely to' throw his support 


té"Mr. Prowse. A ‘stalemate seemy inevitable for either ° 


“Liberal or CCF efforts: to gain the leadership. 


And it is inconceivable that either Mr. Macdonald or 


Mr. Wray could get the job, Mr, Macdonald might get 


. Liberal support if he endorsed the Liberal program, but 
in that case he would not likely get Mr. Wray’s support. 
Nor would the Liberals or the CCF be expected to sup- 


port ‘such an outsider as Mr. Wray. . 


Another development is possible, A. V. Bourcier was 
elected as a Social Crediter last summer but already he 
has been expelled from the party and presumably from 
the caucus because he is a ‘‘Douglas’’ Social Crediter. 
Where will his seat be? As soon ‘as Mr. Wray was expell- 
ed, some two or three years ago, he was moved into op- 
position ranks. And if Mr. Bourcier goes, what will R. 
E. Ansley dos Mr. Ansley thought so much of his prin- 
ciples that he was willing to give up a cabinet seat. He 
is as staunch a ‘‘Douglasite’’ as Mr. Bourcier, the garb 
of a martyr fits him nicely, and he would think nothing 

- of going to jail, much less to the opposition, if it were 


necessary. 


Quite possibly, then, the six-man opposition might 
soon become eight, with three of them Independent Soc- 
ial Crediters. Whether Bourcier and Ansley would sup- 
port Wray or vice versa is a doubtful matter, but theo- 
retically they would be the largest group and therefore 
entitled to be called the official opposition. This the gov 
ernment might be expected to try to avoid at all eosts. 


Tt has been suggested that with the Liberals and OCF 
tied at two members each, a way out of the deadlock 
would be to give the nod to the party that polled the 
more votes. That would be the CCF. Yet without a doubt 


the government would prefer a Liberal to a CC.

UPHOLDERS: OF JUSTICE 

‘Within the past few weeks two 
judges in separate sections of On- 
tario have dealt sternly with per 
sons who have failed to appear when 
called for jury duty. That is a pro- 
per course when dealing with those 
who evade thefr highest civic duty. 

The first reaction of most men 
called in a jury panel is the wish to 
avoid the obligation. The lost time 
suddenly seems. a serious encroach- 
ment on their private interests the 
restricted hours an infringement of 
their rightful comfort, But most men 
do nothing about #. At the back of 
their minds is a half-forgotten rec- 
ognition of the importance of _ the 
task, the sense that justice cannot be 
assured by men Who evade their 
own obligation to assure it, That is 
the sober ‘truth, The very men who 
have the best reasons for wishing to 
escape such service are the men who 
are most important to it, They have 
a vital stake in the community and 
in its security, Should jury duty 


.ever come to a place where the pan- 


el is chosen exclusively from men 
whose time is valueless, and whose 
only purpose is to ill it, at some 
slight profit, théh’ owr belief in an 
equal and understanding justice may 
well be qualified, 

If the average petscn could vis- 
ualize himself as standisg in the 
ptisoner’s dock accused of a crime 
of which he knows he is innocent, 


no man be judged save by men like 
himself. One.man may err or. be 
prejudiced or venial or autocratic, 
but not twelve like ourselves. 
That is the cla i a jury gives 
the accused whether he is innocent 
or guilty. But we cannot expect ttiat 
@rotection for ourselves or oif 
friends if we are not'ready, when 
needed, to set aside our own dnter- 
ests in the interest of abstract jus- 
tice, Looked at one way jury duty is 
a nuisgnoe; but it is a supreme hdn- 
or to help maintain the precept and 
practice of justice that is our heri- 
tage.
